


Hoover had letters 
from Cuba to Oswald

WASHINGTON - Two weeks after John F. Kennedy's death, FBI 
Director J Edgar Hoover was convinced that Lee Harvey Oswald was 
the assassin but he wondered whether Oswald had help from secret 
conspirators in Cuba, according to FBI files released yesterday 

The documents show that Hoover had concluded withm hours af- 
ter Kennedy’s death that Oswald fired the fatal bullets. But the agen- 
cy later obtained letters written to Oswald from Cuba, and those mes- 
sages raised the perplexing conspiracy questions which linger to this 

The mountain of material offers fresh clues about Hoover's suspi- 
cions of a conspiracy, but does not reveal how he revived them. It will
